poration of  the  Township  of  Chilliwhack  ; ” but  all 
votes  given  under  such  circumstances  shall  be  valid. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nom- 
ination, at  noon,  nominate  such  persons  as  shall  be 
j)ut  in  nomination  in  that  behalf,  by  some  dul}' quali- 
fied voter,  as  Candidates  for  the  office,  as  prescribed 
by  “The  Municipality  Act,  1872,”  and  “The  Muni- 
cipality Act  Aincndment  Act,  1873,”  a show  ol  hands 
shall  then  take  place,  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
thereui)ou  declare  which  of  the  Candidates  has  or 
have  been  elected  by  the  show  of  hands. 

Any  Candidate,  or  voter  on  his  behalf,  may  there-

The  order  of  the  Judge  on  the  said  petition  shall  bo 
final  and  conclusive,  and  nmy  contain  all  necessary 
directions  for  the  holding  new  elections,  or  otherwise, 
as  may  be  requisite.

Council,  specifying  the  business  proposed  to  be  trans- 
acted at  such  meeting,  signed  by  the  Warden,  or  the 
member.s,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  left  at  the 
usual  places  of  abode  of  every  member  of  the  Munici- 
pal Council,  or  at  the  premises  in  the  Municipality 
where  he  resides,  three  clear  days  at  least  before  such 
meeting;  and. no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  such 
meeting  other  than  the  business  which  is  specified  in 
the  notice.  . 

The  Municipal  Council  maj',  out  of  their  own  body, 
from  time  to  time,  aiipoint  such  and  so  man}-  Com-
